When Count Okuma was made premier 
the Japanese thought that they had won the right 
to a ministry in some degree at least responsible 
te the diet. Under auch a system Viscount Kato 
ghould be premier. His party has a majority. 
But Terauchi won. :

They 
should live in well ventilated rooms.

merce that for the first time in history merchant 
shipbuilding in American shipyards almost equals 
that in British yards. Reports show that on Oct. 
1 there were 417 steel merchant vessels, with « 
tonnage of 1,454,270, building in American yards, 
while in British there were 439, with a tonnage of 
1,540,118, according to Lioyd’s register. During 
September American shipyards made contracts for 
forty-seven steel vessels and finished nineteen.

Cardinal della Volpe's death at Rome is 
of more than ordinary importance for 
the reason that by virtue of the office of 
camerlingo of the papacy which he held 
he was entitled to exercise the authority 
of supreme pontiff during the period 
that elapses between the demise of a 
pope and the election of his successor. 
Thus, when Pius X. passed away in the 
fall of 1914 it was Cardinal della Volpe 
who, as camethinge, enjoyed supreme 
power during the interregnum, and as 
such had charge of the conclave. 

The camerlingo is to all intents and 
purposes the presiding officer of the 
conclave. As soon as the election is 
finally completed it is he who approaches 
the successful candidate to inquire of 
him whether he accepts the office of 
supreme pontiff and what name he will 
take. When these questions are an- 
swered it is the camerlingo who places 
the ring of the fisherman on the finger 
of the new pope, thus Investing him with 
the principal insignia of his spiritual sov- 
ereignty, and who han. Im the keys of 
St. Peter, of which he has had charge 
since the moment of the demise of the 
late pope. 

While the office is therefore one of 
great prestige and authority, especially 
during these interregnums, it is one 
which is not sought for by cardinals who 
are ambitious to occupy the chair of St. 
Peter. For I cannot recall that any 
camerlingo has ever been elected pope, 
and there is a sort of tradition that the 
pontiff usually appoints to the office the 
member of the sacred college whom he 
particularly wishes to bar from succes- 
sion. 

Thus, the most bitter adversary of Leo 
XIII. was Cardinal d’Oreglia, who did 
not hesitate to criticize every one of his 
policies in the most vitriolſe fushion. 
Feeling convinced that if d'Oreglia were 
to become pope he would undo every- 
thing accomplished in the preceding 
reign, Leo XIII. insisted upon investing 
him with the office of camerlingo.

The late Cardinal della Volpe was a 
good natured but a very hard headed 
man, as the kaiser found to his cost. 
On the occasion of Emperor Willlam’s 
first visit to Leo XIII. at Rome he was 
about to be ushered into the holy father’s 
private apartments when his heimet 
slipped from his crippled left arm on to 
the floor. Cardinal della Volpe, who had 
not at that time been elevated to the 
sacred college, and who was grand mas- 
ter of the papal household, immediately 
stooped down to pick it up. Unfortu- 
nately the kaiser, who is very quick and 
impulsive, bent down for the same pur- 
pose and the heads of the monarch and 
of the prelate came into violent colli- 


put to a severe test. It required the ut- 
most presence of mind on the part of 
the prelate to restrain himself from ap- 
plying his hands to his damaged pate. 
The Irritation caused by this somewhat

pay the prices demanded or shut down 
their water, gas, light, and coke plants 
serving @ population of 500,000 people. 
They appealed to the commission to re- 
vise the railroad reconsignment rules, 


under which, they explained, the spec- 
ulators were able to tie up the coal 
market under present conditions. 


U. 8. Agents Watch Situation. 
Commissioner McChord ordered a rep- 
sesentative of the commission into the 
territory by telegraph and announced 
for the first time that the government 
had a squad of eighty investigators 
planted in the various sections watch- 
ing for the misuse of the present rules. 
Later in the day two railroad officials 
joined with the shippers, testifying that 
the reconsignment privileges were not 
working fairly.

The 
Republican congressional committee, on 
the other hand, claims it by at least 
twenty. It is not impossible, if the 
Democrats make further gains during 


the next twenty-four hours, that the 
control will actually fall to the hands of 
2 group of nonparty men, consisting of 
a Prohtbitionist from California, an m- 
dependent from Massachusetts, and two 
Progressives, one from Minnesota and 
one from Louisiana. The first three on 
party matters wili vote with the 

crats and the last with the Republicans. 


New Mexico to Democrat. 
With a large part of the returns in 
from New Mexico, A. A. Jones, the 
Democratic candidate for United States 
senator, was leading Frank Hubbell, the 
Republican candidate, by a few hundred 
votes. Democrats claimed the election 


of Jones and Republicans were doubtful , 
that Hubbell would overcome his lead. 


Complete returns from Wyoming as- 
sured the defeat of Senator Clark, Re- 
publican, by Gov. J. B. Kendrick, Dem- 
ocrat. 

The re#lection of Senator Hitchcock in 
Nebraska appeared certain at midnight, 
though the Republican candidate, John 
L. Kennedy, still claimed the victory. 


Two Senators in Doubt. 

Two states are still in doubt on the 
‘Sengtorship contests. They are Mis- 
seuri and Montana. Both are now rep- 
| Feagnted by Democrats. , 

If the Democrats hold these states 
they will have fifty-two members in the 
next senate and the Republicans forty- 
tour. 

Thus far, to summarize, Republicans 
have gained two senators in Indiana and 
one each in Maine, Maryland, West Vir- 
Sina. New York, and New Jersey—a 
total of seven. On the other hand, they 
lost senators in Wyoming and Utah, and 
apear to have lost in New Mexico.
